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J. Edgar Hoover Gives Views on What 
Church Can Do to Curb Delinquency 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, speaking both as a law enforcement 
officer and as a prominent lay churchman who 
has served as an elder of the National Presby­ 
terian Church in Washington, wrote this dis­ 
patch in answer to this question from the 
United Press: 
“How can a local church help 
to combat juvenile delinquency in its commu­ 
nity?’’

WASHINGTON (UP)—What is needed today is an 
extension of the influence of the church into every 
home and to make the church the center of the 
family so that it may hold the place it once had 
as the wellspring of community activity. 
Many of our present problems of delinquency 
and crime would disappear if the good influence 
of the church was made available on a broader 
scale seven days a week, 24 hours a day, to all 
who seek its guidance. 
The greatest measure of the church is, of course, 
in its primary activity of teaching people loyalty 
to God’s law. 
Churches opening at l l o’clock one 
morning a week miss their full potential just as 


do those without dynamic programs of counsel and 
guidance for their members. Those churches having 
constructive programs covering phases of every 
day living available on a round-the-clock basis make 
their spiritual guidance an integral factor in com­ 
munity life. 
Church sponsored child guidance programs, fam­ 
ily counsels, educational forums, social programs 
for every age group as well as for the whole family, 
recreational pursuits and supervised competitive 
athletic leagues give constructive outlets for inex­ 
haustible energies of youth and competent guidance 
for adult members. The by-products of family unity 
and fellowship follow wherever such positive steps 
are taken by our churches in influencing the com-

WASHINGTON HW — The House 
Appropriations Committee today 
voted a record HO million dollars 
to tell the story of America to 
people everywhere. 
But the committee rejected an 
administration proposal to spend 
$3,800,000 to remodel an aircraft 
carrier 
into a floating 
outdoor 
movie house to show Cinerama 
in ports 
from 
North Africa to 
Japan. 
The actions came with commit- 
tee approval of a 598-million-dollar 
appropriations bill to finance the 
State and Justice departments and 
the federal judiciary during fiscal 
1957 beginning July I. The bill also 
contains funds for the U. S. Infor­ 
mation Agency and the refuge re­ 
lief program. 
The HO million dollars approved 
to finance this country’s 
propa­ 
ganda battle against communism 
was 25 million dollars less than 
requested by President Eisenhow­ 
er. 
But it was a record amount 
for USIA—-22 million dollars more 
than last year. 
USIA 
operates 
the Voice 
of 
America, overseas libraries, U. S. 
participation in international trade 
fairs, student exchanges and tour­ 
ing orchestras and sports teams. 
In the total bill, the committee 
gave the administration 47 million 
dollars more for the agencies than 
was spent last year. But it cut 
administration requests by 57 mil­ 
lion dollars.
